All thoſe who are called by God, according to beſt of evidences, to the 
work of the miniſtry, and have abilities and qualifications ſuitable to it, 
are. generally ordained as itinerants, helps, or aſſiſtances, who either 
travel at large, or live in a neighbourhood, and preach occaſionally, and 
in a vacant church adminiſter the Ordinances, and even where a paſtor 
is, in his abſence, infirmity, &c.

All thoſe members in a Church, who appear to have a gift of a public 


J nature, viz. for the advantage of the Public, are admitted as candidates for 


the miniſtry. They are generally, firſt verbally admitted to exerriſe their 
gifts in the limug of the Church in the way of public prayer, exhortation, 
and expounding or commenting upon a certain paſſage or text, and after 
ſome time, if their gift ſeems to increaſe, they are admitted to preach pub- 
licly, and if found uleful, they are, by a written licence, permitted to 
preach in the neighbouring churches, and after good and ſound evidence 
of their character, knowledge, and uſefulneſs called by the Church to be 
fet apart for the miniſtry ; which is generally done by an able Preſbytery. 
Only thoſe who have permiſſion from their church to preach in hep 
bouring churches, are inſerted as candidates or preachers in this book, 
though there are many geod and uſeful gifts of an inferior nature, yet they 


| cannot be called Preachers, as having not proper abilities or ſufficient
